Washington, Nov. 21.—Secretary of 
War Taft refused to make any state­ 
ment whatever concerning the negro 
troops which have been ordered dis­ 
charged at Fort Reno.

ing su its under the act of 1890 
and 
that th e caption failed to m ention this 
portion of the act. 
On this account he 
believed th at the act is Invalid. 
Aa to 
the charges of co n sp iracy In the p e ti­ 
tion Ju d g e Penn d irected the a tte n tio n 
of the co u rt th a t It w as purely a eon* 
elusion; that facta w ere not properly 
put, in p e titio n ; that It was a hare 
statem ent, 
and 
facta 
should 
show 
whether or not conspiracy w as unlaw ­ 
ful. 
Judge Clark began his argum ent at 
11:20, saying thnt he would not re­ 
view those points already decided by 
the court*. 
He was of the opinion 
that the petition as a whole failed to 
show that defendant has acted In dis­ 
obedience to the law s of the state; 
that It was confronted on the threhold; 
(hat its obendirnce to lew s w as fraud 
and deception; that Texas is only a 
com ponent part of the country, and 
that it has no extra territorial Juris­ 
diction, such as including act* In nth 
er states. 
Said Judge Clark: 
“The 
petition charges us with being an al­ 
leged corporation 
If we are an al­ 
leged corporation, why did the state 
serve our agent? 
But we are a cor­ 
poration, and we stand ready to an­ 
sw er any 
charge aa to violation of 
law." 
As to penalties he declared that the 
act of 1899 was unronstftutlotidl, as it 
was discrim inatory in that it exem pt­ 
ed certain classes.
